Ever  since  1999,  when  the  Newton  North  building  was  deemed  as  needing 
serious,  long-term  attention,  the  debate  about  the  best  course  of  action  to 
take  for  creating  a suitable  campus  for  students  has  been  broiling.  Proposed 
plans  included  spanning  from  a renovation  on  the  current  building,  to  the 
construction  of  a new  wing  and  renovation  on  the  remaining  parts,  to  a com- 
plete reconstruction.  On  July  2nd,  2007,  Dickenson  Stadium  was  ceremoni- 
ously broken  down  to  start  a construction  project  that  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  by  January  of  2010.  Finally,  the  era  of  our  current  school  building 
will  finally  draw  to  a close. 

Designed  by  Graham  Gund  and  constructed  by  Dimeo  Construction,  the 
plan  puts  a state-of-the  art  building  in  the  center  of  the  site.  There  will  be 
three  wings:  an  Athletic  Wing,  a Academic  Core,  and  a Theatre  Arts  Wing. 
In  every  classroom,  there  will  be  a LCD  projector  and  windows  opening  to 
the  outside  air.  There  will  be  wireless  internet  all  throughout  the  building. 
Science  classrooms  will  have  spacious  lab  areas  with  easy  access  to  com- 
puters and  lab  probes;  biology  classes  will  even  have  a greenhouse.  The 
athletic  department  will  gain  a natatorium,  a pool  with  seats  for  200  specta- 
tors, locker  rooms  for  visiting  athletic  teams,  and  MIAA  regulation  fields  and 
courts  for  sports  such  as  softball,  baseball,  tennis,  and  soccer.  The  Tiger’s 
Loft,  a program  of  the  Career  and  Technology  Education  department,  will 
be  open  not  only  to  the  student  and  faculty,  but  to  any  food  lover  strolling 
through  Newtonville;  the  student-run  restaurant  will  have  its  own  entrance 
to  the  public.  A studio  for  costume  and  fashion  design  will  be  included  as 
part  of  the  Theatre  Ink  program  in  addition  to  other  upgrades  made  to  Fine 
Arts  facilities. 

The  new  building  will  be  more  environmentally  friendly,  with  updated 
features  such  as  the  reuse  of  rainwater  to  water  fields  and  fill  toilets.  Fire 
prevention  will  also  be  much  improved,  including  a sprinkler  system  which 
automatically  turns  on  at  overly  high  temperatures. 

What  does  this  mean  for  current  students?  “Construc- 
tion can  be  pretty  noisy,  but  it  doesn’t  bother  me  that  much,” 
remarks  sophomore  Zoe  Pepper-Cunningham. 

“It’s  just  a shame  I won’t  be  here  to  take  advantage  of 
all  the  cool  stuff  going  into  the  new  building,”  laments  senior 
Will  Heidlage.  “Coming  back  for  reunions  will  be  different  too, 
because  I won’t  be  able  to  be  like,  ‘Hey,  that  was  my  home- 
room,’ or  whatever.  I won’t  really  have  a connection  to  it.” 
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above  junior  Alicia  Moses  and  sophomore  Aleah  Donahue  work  the  evening  shift 
at  Shaws.

Since  the  Fall  of  2005,  the  Perkins  Meet  has  been  held  annually  at  Newton  North’s  pool  and  has  become 
an  integral  part  of  girls’  swimming  and  diving.  Although  Newton  North’s  swim  team  is  already  a close  group  due 
to  team  apple  picking,  sleepovers,  swim-a-thons,  and  cancer  research  fundraisers,  the  girls  grow  closer  together 
when  they  swim  against  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind.  “The  Newton  North  girls  enjoy  this  meet  every  year  and  look 
forward  to  meeting  and  fraternizing  with  the  Perkins  students,”  says  Coach  Amy  Richards.  And  while  the  meet  has 
become  a tradition,  Richards  continues,  it  is  also  special  in  that  “having  had  this  meet  for  three  years  now,  it  is  inspir- 
ing to  see  the  Perkins  students  grow  and  improve  in  their  swimming  abilities.” 

“Starting  my  sophomore  year,  we  had  the  Perkins  meet  and  once  we  hosted  the  amazing  students— and 
experienced  their  energy-we  knew  our  Perkins  meet  would  be  an  annual  affair,”  says  senior  Kati  Pajak.  This  year, 
the  meet  almost  did  not  occur  due  to  scheduling  difficulties.  However,  every  swimmer  on  the  team  who  had  previ- 
ously participated  in  the  Perkins  meet  advocated  strongly  to  have  it  again  this  year.  As  Senior  Alison  Mahoney 
remarked,  “the  Perkins  meet  is  a great  experience  for  the  underclassmen  and  returning  swimmers  each  year  to 
participate  in  and  learn.”  The  meet,  therefore,  was  scheduled  after  extending  the  girl’s  season  and  commenced  on 
Monday,  November  19th  at  4 PM. 

Each  swimmer  from  Newton  North  wears  “black-out”  goggles-goggles  completely  covered  by  duct  tape-to 
simulate  swimming  without  vision.  Although  only  a small  gesture,  for  most  Perkins  students  have  more  than  one 
developmental  disability,  “black-out”  goggles  give  swimmers  a chance  to  feel  what  it  is  like  to  swim  while  blind,  to 
understand  what  Perkins  swimmers  go  through  in  the  water,  and,  as  Freshman  Ariel  Rivkin  realized,  the  chance  to 
“experience  living  without  something  I take  for  granted:  my  vision.” 

This  year  the  2007  girls’  swim  team  had  improved  immensely  with  a 4-7  record,  better  than  years  past.  This 
meet  is  not  competitive  and  starts  with  gasps  of  shock  as  Perkins  swimmers,  who  are  accustomed  to  90-degree  water 
at  their  home  pool,  enter  the  75-degree  water.  The  event  ends  with  a pizza  social  where  the  teams  gather  together 
to  chow  down  on  Pini’s  Pizza,  compliments  of  Newton  North  swim  coach  Kirsten  Tuohy.  The  Newton  North  High 
School  girls  are  the  only  team  that  currently  swims  with  Perkins,  and  James  McNiff,  the  Director  of  Athletics  at  Per- 
kins School  for  the  Blind  is  grateful  “for  all  that  you  and  your  fellow  teammates  do  for  our  students;  they  absolutely 
love  coming  to  the  meet  every  year!”  The  meet  between  the  two  teams  has  become  a wonderful  tradition  and  is  a 
staple  gathering  of  the  teams  for  years  to  come.

The  Peer  Mentor  program  is 
a program  that  helps  new  students  get 
oriented  to  the  school.  “In  September, 
before  school  starts,  we  tour  around  new 
students  who  aren’t  incoming  freshman. 
Then,  during  the  year  when  new  students 
transfer,  we  show  them  around  for  a 
few  days  to  help  make  their  adjustment 
smoother.  Also,  sometimes  we  have  stu- 
dents who  are  thinking  abot  transferring 
to  North  and  we’ll  take  them  around  with 
for  a day;  they’ll  come  to  our  classes  and 
see  what  life  is  like  at  North,”  said  Wad- 
ness. Peer  Mentor  also  tries  to  incorpo- 
rate some  communtiy  projects.  “In  the 
past  we’ve  gone  to  Rosie’s  Place  and 
helped  serve  the  food, ’’she  says. 

The  Guidance  Aide  program  is 


similar  to  the  Peer  Mentor  program  but  I 
is  solely  for  the  purpose  of  helping  fresh- 
man.  “In  June,  on  Step-Up  Day,  the  guid-  ) 
ance  aides  show  the  eigth  graders  around 
the  school,  giving  them  a sneak  preview 
of  North  and  answering  questions  they  ;

“Hands-On”  classes  are  added  into  the  mix,  the  right  side  of  the  brain  has  time  to  get  creative.  The  Career  and  Technical  Edu- 
cation program  at  Newton  North  is  an  aspect  of  the  school  that  makes  it  unique  to  not  only  others  in  the  state,  but  across  the 
country.  Students  in  the  program  get  the  best  of  both  worlds:  they  take  some  traditional  academic  classes  while  also  learning 
valuable  skills  in  a career  that  can  be  put  in  to  gear  directly  after  high  school. 

The  courses  of  study  in  this  program  include  Automotive  Technology,  Carpentry,  Early  Education  and  Care,  Culinary 
Arts.  Cosmetology,  Drafting,  Electrical,  Graphics  Communication,  and  Design  and  Visual  Communication.  Those  who  complete 
three  years  of  one  of  these  majors  will  become  certified  in  that  particular  major.  And  on  February  6,  2008,  students  in  the  pro- 
gram proudly  set  up  Main  Street  displays  of  the  work  they  have  been  doing  over  the  year. 

Students  in  majors  2 and  3 pursue  their  career  with  a rigorous  schedule,  requiring  12  blocks  per  week,  year-round. 

This  is  not  for  the  faint  of  heart-this  is  for  students  who  are  serious  about  what  they  want  to  do.  With  such  a diversity  of  talent 
at  North,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  Career  and  Technical  Education  program  continues  to  excite  students  with  out-of-the-ordinary 
school  day  activities,  classroom  settings  (including  a serviceable  car  garage,  restaurant,  and  preschool  located  inside  the  build- 
ing), and  the  prospect  of  starting  a career  with  full  capabilities  in  any  number  of  fields.

A coalition  by  definition  is  a amalgamation  or  union  of  many  groups  into  one  body.  Newton  North  High  School 
has  a coalition  of  students  and  faculty  joined  together  by  a common  goal.  The  Human  Rights  Board,  formally  known  as  the 
Human  Rights  Coalition  when  created  in  1996  by  Mrs.  Dover  and  other  faculty  members,  was  set  up  for  student  liasons  from 
a number  of  organizations  concerned  with  human  rights.  These  organizations  included  Black  Leadership  Advisory  Council, 
the  Asian  Culture  Club,  the  Gay/Straight  Alliance,  and  the  Latino  Culture  Club.  The  group  worked  together  to  support  the 
efforts  of  the  other  clubs  and  educate  the  community  about  human  rights  issues.  The  cultural  festival  was  a regular  event 
on  Main  Street  put  together  to  recognize  different  cultures  and  embrace  the  differences  between  them.  The  day  consisted  of 
presentations  by  the  clubs;  they  shared  differnt  forms  of  food,  dance,  language,  and  other  aspects  of  their  diverse  culture. 
Eventually,  when  the  Leadership  in  a Diverse  Society  class  was  created,  members  of  Leadership  joined  the  Human  Rights 
Board. 

The  current  faculty  advisors  for  the  Human  Rights  Board  are  Mr.  Carpenter  and  Ms.  Leong.  The  club  created  a 
project  to  raise  awareness  about  events  that  have  slipped  away  from  the  public  eye,  but  are  salient  in  the  history  of  other 
nations  and  cultures.  The  project  was  displayed  in  May  of  2008.  It  highlighted  events  like  the  Armenian  Genocide,  the  Vin- 
cent Chin  case  of  the  1980s,  the  Students  for  a Democratic  Society  and  other  impormant  events.  In  the  future,  the  Humans 
Right  Board  will  continue  to  work  toward  uniting  the  Clubs  of  Newton  North  and  raising  awareness  about  issues  of  human 
rights  in  the  community.

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Almost  every  autumn,  Theatre  Ink  hails  in  a new  year  of  the 
dramatic  arts  with  a play  directed  by  Mrs.  Dover.  This  year,  she 
presented  not  one  but  two  plays,  back  to  back:  first  “For  Colored 
C.irls  When  the  Rainbow  is  Enuf,”  then  “Twilight:  1992.” 

Dover  asserts  that  she  has  no 
favorite  out  of  the  impressive 
number  of  plays  she  has  directed. 
For  her,  “every  single  director- 
ship is  a wholly  unique  experi- 
ence with  each  new  set  of  cast 
members.”  A major  part  of  her 
coaching  as  a director  is  bring- 
ing in  all  aspects  of  the  play  and 
all  different  levels  of  experience 
into  a single  work  of  theatre.  For 
Dover,  one  of  the  most  rewarding 
aspects  of  directing  is  observing 
actors  develop  as  they  grow  from 
freshmen  to  seniors. 
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It  was  Dover’s  third  time  directing  “For  Col- 
ored Girls;”  she  already  knew  the  script  through  and 
through.  This  time,  she  took  on  the  project  after 
several  African  American  students  had  approached 
her  to  ask  about  directing  a play  that  involved 
more  black  characters  in  central  roles.  Though 
the  scripts  were  distributed  in  May,  the  cast 
only  had  a week  and  a half  to  prepare  their 
roles.  Originally,  “For  Colored  Girls”  was  to  be 
presented  in  a readers’  theatre,  but  the  cast 
members  were  able  to  fully  memorize  and 
deliver  their  lines.  Dover  cited  timing  as  a dif- 
ficulty she  encountered  this  year;  in  addition, 
complicated  historical  references  in  the  show 
were  lost  at  times.  Still,  surpassing  its  difficul- 
ties is  the  play’s  powerful  ability  to  relate  mes- 
sages to  males  despite  its  all-female  cast.  Dover 
especially  loves  that  the  play  portrays  women  in 
all  varieties  of  relationships  and  has  a theme  of 
women’s  self  esteem.

A cappella  is  the  art  of  singing  without  instrumental  accompaniment.  Newton  North  is  lucky  enough 
to  have  three  a cappella  groups,  each  vocalizing  a unique  sound  that  highlights  their  talents:  Testoster- 
tones,  Forte,  and  Northern  Lights. 

Testostertones,  the  all-boys  a cappella  group,  likes  to  choose  songs  that  show  off  the  strengths  of  the 
different  members. 

Forte,  the  all-girls  a cappella  group,  sings  like  their  name  (a  musical  term  for  “strong”);  with  powerful 
and  melodic  tunes,  they’ll  make  you  want  to  get  up  and  dance.  “We  are  a close  bonded  group  of  girls  that 
just  have  fun  singing.  We  sing  traditional  songs,  to  a cappella  versions  of  pop  music,  like  our  favorite  one

Northern  Lights,  the  co-ed  a cappella  group,  makes  you  smile  with  their  humorous  tunes  and  beat 
boxing  provided  by  Senior  Matt  Lovett.  They  sing  mostly  pop  and  contemporary  music,  but  it  is  always 
interesting,  like  the  hit  song  they  sang  at  Enviro  Jam  this  year:  “Tubthumping”  by  Chumbawamba. 
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As  Ultimate  Frisbee  becomes  an  increasingly  popular 
sport  among  high  schools  across  the  US,  Newton  North’s  team 
becomes  proportionally  more  advanced.  This  year,  the  team 
competed  in  several  tournaments,  including  the  Andover  and 
Amherst  invitationals.

The  stage  lights  go  down.  The  stage  lights  come  back  on.  Somewhere  in  the  middle,  each  audi- 
ence member  has  laughed  himself  to  the  point  of  tears  and  stomachal  agony. 

That  is  the  beautiful  hilarity  of  Spontaneous  Generation,  North’s  annual  improvisational 
comedy  show.  As  with  any  other  theatre  production,  a group  of  ten  students  hailing  from  each 
grade  level  is  selected  through  auditions,  and  they  rehearse  on  a regular  basis  to  become  familiar 
with  each  other  and  gain  proficiency.  At  the  start  of  each  rehearsal,  notes  from  the  last  rehearsal 
are  read  to  remind  the  cast  where  they  had  left  off.  Then,  the  young  improvisers  run  through  a 
variety  of  improv  games  and  exercises  such  as  “freeze”  and  “da-doo-run-run.” 

However,  since  it  is  an  improv  show,  none  of  the  material  used  by  the  actors  is  scripted. 
“We  don’t  use  pre-made  plans,  scripts,  or  performance-enhancing  drugs,”  explains  senior  Max 
Nussenbaum  jokingly.  Nussenbaum  co-directed  Spontaneous  Generation  with  senior  Jesse  Appell 
this  year.  “Because  Spon  Gen  is  never  prefabricated,  you’re  assured  that  every  joke  (or,  if  you’re 
partaking  of  our  southern-style  show,  every  “chiste”)  comes  straight  from  the  cerebral  love  of  one 
of  the  most  talented  of  Theatre  Ink’s  actors,”  adds  Appell.  The  cast  gave  the  audience  side-split- 
ting shows  on  April  2-5,  despite  multiple  cast  members  getting  sick,  including  both  directors  at 
one  point.  During  the  show,  the  improv  activities  which  the  students  practiced  during  rehearsal 
were  presented  to  the  audience  with  fresh,  cheeky  jokes  and  infectious  ebullience. 

“Improv  is  a beautiful  art  form  because  each  time  a person  improvises  they  are  pre- 
sented with  a blank  canvas  on  which  they  can  paint  literally  anything,  from  a feuding  middle-aged 
couple  to  a rhinocerous  with  asthma,”  says  Nussembaum.  “As  an  improviser,  you  have  the  power 
to  create  anything  you  imagine,  and  if  it  doesn’t  work  out  the  way  you  had  in  mind,  salvation  is 
only  a quick  wipe  away.”

The  foreign  exchanges  of  2007-2008  provided  students  with  the  opportunity  to  embark  on  a foreign  adventure,  and 
immerse  themselves  in  a culture  distinct  from  their  own.  Throughout  October,  students’  houses  gave  a home  to  a group  of 
visiting  Spaniards.  Newton  North  High  School  students  guided  their  exchange  students  through  Boston,  took  them  shopping, 
and  celebrated  their  first  Halloween.  Then,  for  three  weeks  spanning  from  February  9 to  March  1,  students  explored  the  Span- 
ish town  of  Burgos,  about  three  hours  north  of  Madrid,  under  the  direction  of  teacher  Michael  Zillesf*).  There,  they  attended 
classed  in  both  English  and  Spanish  at  the  Instituto  Felix  Rodriguez  de  la  Fuente  with  their  host  students.  When  the  work 
was  finished,  they  visited  the  Guggenheim  Museum  in  Bilbao  and  toured  Salamanca,  a city  famed  for  its  university. 

In  February,  French  students  set  out  for  a four-week  excursion  in  Paris  and  received  a “cultural  education  in  the 
richest  way  possible,”  said  French  teacher  Fiona  Blyth,  the  trip’s  adviser.  They  improved  their  language  skills  by  engaging  in 
classes  at  Ecole  Massillon;  they  visited  Paris’s  famed  museums,  including  Le  Louvre;  and  they  headed  north  to  Normandy  to 
see  the  World  War  II  memorial.  Their  stay  coincided  with  the  French  school’s  February  vacation,  during  which  students  went 
on  holiday  with  their  host  families.  Students  visited  their  family’s  holiday  homes,  skied,  and  continued  to  explore  the  streets 
of  Paris.  The  French  students  made  their  way  to  Newton  in  April,  where  they  joined  the  households  of  North  students,  and 
accompanied  them  during  April  vacation.  They  toured  Boston’s  landmarks  and  intermixed  with  students  at  Newton  North  to 
get  their  own  taste  of  American  culture. 

This  year’s  Italian  exchange  gave  students  the  chance  to  immerse  themselves  in  Italian  culture  in  the  city  of  Florence. 

During  the  month  of  February,  they  attended  Liceo  Antonio  E.  Gramsci  school  with  their  native  host  students,  and  completed 
work  in  both  English  and  Italian.  After  the  school  day  was  through,  students  explored  the  churches  and  museums  which  made 
the  city  famous  as  the  birthplace  of  the  Renaissance.  On  one  excursion,  they  visited  the  ruins  of  Rome,  while  they  explored 
the  canals  of  Venice  on  a second.  Over  a four-week  period  in  September  and  October,  the  Italian  students  visited  Newton  and 
stayed  with  a cluster  of  hosting  families.  They  spent  each  afternoon  visiting  different  highlights  of  Boston,  returning  in  the 
evening  to  their  families;  they  also  traversed  the  busy  streets  of  New  York  City  and  saw  a typical  day  at  Newton  North. 

A group  of  Newton  North  and  Newton  South  seniors,  including  seven  from  North,  absorbed  Chinese  culture  when 
they  spent  second  semester  at  the  Jingshan  School  in  Beijing.  For  four  months,  they  lived  with  a Chinese  family  and  indulged 
in  Chinese  food,  customs,  and  family  traditions.  They  explored  the  city,  including  the  cultural  marvel  of  the  Forbidden  City. 

Jinshan’s  own  students  experienced  American  practices  when  they  spent  1st  semester  in  Newton;  among  them,  6 attended 
North.  The  Newton-Beijing  Jingshan  School  Exchange  Program,  led  by  South  teacher  Donna  Fong,  is  the  oldest  exchange 
between  the  United  States  and  the  People’s  Republic  of  China  among  secondary  school  students.

If  you  love  the  outdoors,  there  is  no  reason  not  to 
sign  up  for  Environmental  Field  Studies  (EFS).  This  first- 
semester  class  is  not  like  many  others  at  North:  it  consists 
of  independent  research,  actual  field  work,  and  a group  of 
students  who  are  passionate  about  the  environment.  “Even 
though  the  class  is  essentially  for  seniors,  I signed  up  for  EFS 
because  I know  that  I want  my  career  to  be  based  in  some 
form  of  environmental  work,’’  said  junior  Krenare  Loxha. 

Other  students’  projects  include  studying  soil  and 
water  quality,  patterns  of  invasive  plants,  and  conservation 
efforts.  Each  student  in  the  class  is  required  to  complete  a 
research  project  over  the  course  of  the  semester,  culminating 
in  a paper  and  presentation,  mostly  based  on  studies  done 
every  Tuesday  during  the  long  G-block  in  Cabot  Woods.  “It’s 
really  fun  because  when  it’s  nice  out,  we  pack  lunches  and  sit 
together  out  in  the  field  before  we  start  our  research,”  said 
senior  Natasha  Cochran. 

Students  are  also  required  to  run  a class  in  which 
they  teach  a topic  dealing  with  the  environment  and  create 
a class  activity.  “We  showed  a video  about  rainforests  and 
discussed  the  danger  that  they  are  in,”  said  Senior  Anna 
Kamenetsky.  “It’s  an  issue  that  I personally  am  passionate 
about  and  I think  it’s  important  to  discuss  in  this  class.  I like 
that  we  have  that  kind  of  academic  freedom.” 

So  whether  it’s  learning  in  the  dirt  or  learning  about 
it  EFS  students  care  about  what  they’re  studying.  This  class 
takes  the  saying  “think  globally,  act  locally”  to  heart.

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Hey,  where’d  you  get  that  cool  wallet?  This  is  not  your 
parents’  high  school  club.  Started  last  year  as  a branch  of  Youth 
Microcredit  International  (YMCI),  the  Microcredit  Club  has  started 
to  gain  recognition  at  North  through  its  unique  mission.  Micro- 
credit, an  economic  concept  on  the  rise,  exists  to  help  entrepe- 
neurs  in  developing  countries  start  businesses,  since  they  can’t  get 
normal  loans  from  big  banks.  High  school  groups  like  ours,  as  well 
as  other  grassroots  organizations,  work  to  raise  money  that,  after 
being  loaned  to  those  in  need,  is  used  to  support  a small  business 
and  is  eventually  repaid  in  full  to  the  Microcredit  organization-to 
be  used  for  other  microloans.  Makes  perfect  sense,  right?  Founder 
Alex  Simon  and  several  officers  have  invested  hours  in  their  princi- 
pal focus  of  fundraising— including  popular  Guatemalan  crafts  sales 
during  school  that  included  woven  wallets,  belts,  and  other  acces- 
sories. The  club  sets  up  informational/bake-sale  booths  at  most 
school  events,  where  its  message  is  further  spread  to  the  student 
body,  faculty,  and  families.  The  success  of  Newton  North’s  Micro- 
credit Club  has  been  substantial  thus  far,  but  its  future  remains  to 
be  seen— virtually  all  of  its  members  will  have  graduated  in  2008. 
However,  they’ve  left  a pretty  good  idea  of  what  microcredit  is  all 
about.

A break  from  the  monotony  of  schoolwork, 
the  exhilaration  of  a journey  and  an  opportu- 
nity to  experience  a unit  of  study  from  a differ- 
ent point  of  view:  these  are  all  components  that 
make  field  trips  part  of  school.  Throughout 
the  school  year  and  extending  into  the  summer 
vacation,  many  departments  in  the  school  send 
students  to  enrich  their  study  off-campus. 

In  the  early  fall,  leadership  class  students 
went  on  a two-day  overnight  retreat  to  Thomp- 
son Island  with  their  teachers,  Peter  Goddard 
and  Inez  Dover.  On  the  first  day,  students 
bonded  in  Outward  Bound  group  activities 
such  as  high  and  low  ropes  challenges.  Later 
in  the  day,  students  started  discussions  on  race 
and  identity,  two  topics  which  set  the  founda- 
tion for  the  preliminary  discussions  and  plans 
for  how  to  improve  the  school  throughout  the 
year.  A highly  successful  trip,  the  Thompson’s 


Island  retreat  has  been  around  for  20  years, 
and  has  been  adopted  by  the  leadership  class 
from  its  start  twelve  years  ago. 

A trip  newly  organized  by  the  art  department 
this  year  allowed  students  to  study  a wide  vari- 
ety of  art,  ranging  from  traditional  to  modern. 
The  itinerary  included  visits  to  Mass  MOCA, 
Williams  College  Museum  of  Art,  and  Clark  Art 
Institute.  Students  had  the  rare  opportunity 
of  viewing  several  special  exhibit  installations, 
which  remain  up  for  viewing  for  very  short  peri- 
ods of  time.  As  opposed  to  previous  art  field 
trips,  an  emphasis  was  put  on  the  local:  the 
trip  to  the  Western  Massachusetts  museums 
took  place  in  the  autumn  New  England  foliage. 
Each  student  was  given  a small  drawing  pad  to 
reflect  on  what  they  saw  by  jotting  down  some 
images.  Open  to  the  entire  art  department,  the 
trip  also  allowed  students  to  learn  from  the  art- 


ists among  their  peers.  “One  becomes  inspired 
when  they  see  actual  works  of  art  as  opposed 
to  slides  or  poster.. .when  we’re  in  this  space  of 
the  actual  artwork  we  can  see  the  true  colors, 
paints,  and  space  that  we  experience,”  says 
Sandra  Truant,  an  art  teacher  and  one  of  the 
organizers  of  this  trip.  “There  is  nothing  better 
than  seeing  the  real  deal.”

Community’  Rowing  Inc,  better  known  as  CRI, 
was  founded  in  1985  as  a nonprofit  organization 
committed  to  making  rowing  available  to  all.

Community  Rowing  offers  rowing  all  year  round.

“Like  the  employees  at  LunaTick,  we  helped 
inspire  each  others’  creativity  in  a synergistic  envi- 
ronment and  watched  our  abilities  go  through  the 
roof,”  says  Bing  Wang,  a junior  on  the  team.  “1 
definately  learned  a lot  not  only  about  law  but  also 
about  how  to  put  together  a strong  argument  in 
any  subject.”
